Washington — (NC) — The big- 
gest story on Capitol Hill this 
week, if you will take the word 
of members of Congressional 
staffs, is the tremendous and con- 
tinning influx of mail from Catho- 
lie parents protesting discrimin- 
ation against their sons and daugh- 
ters in proposed Federal aid to 
education legislation. 
Anybody’s Guess 

It is certain that total number 


of pieces of mail is running into 
‘the hundreds of thousands: how 
high it will go is anybody’s guess. 
One Congressman already has re- 
ceived 25,000 communications. 
Petitions, form letters and post 
ecards have bulked large; but many 
lawmakers have declared them- 
selves to be greatly impressed by 
the high proportion of individual. 
hand-written letters. The message 
of the overwhelming preponder- 
ance of the mail is: defeat the 
Barden Bill. 


A sampling of the response, 
supplied by harried secretaries in 
the House office buildings, brought 
out these facts:

Card. Mindszenty 
Conviction And 
Sentence Upheld 


Hungary's Court Says It 
*Regrets’ He Didn't 
Hang; Reported ‘Insane’ 


Budapest, Hungary—Hungary’s 
highest court declared on July 8 
that Josef Cardinal Mindszenty 
should have been hamged. But it 
decided to let his life sentence 
stand because the case has “lost 
its origina] importance.” 

The tribunal, the National Coun- 
cil of People’s Courts, affirmed 
the prison terms of three of the 
Primate’s associates and reduced 
the sentences of three others. 

(United States Army intelligence 
sources in Germany disclosed 4 
report from Balkan informants 
that the 56-year-old Cardinal has 
been moved from prison to a hos- 
pital for the insane. The report 
said the Cardinal had been so mis- 
treated and drugged that his mind 
Rave way and he is now “in a 
state of delirium.” There has been 
no confirmation from Budavest.) 


Convicted Of Plot 
The Cardinal was arrested last 
December 26 and was convicted 
by a five-man People’s Court 
Hobruaty 8 of treason, plotting to 
overthrow the Communist Govern- 
ment and illegal trading in Amer!- 
ean dollars.

Prague Expects 
‘Liquidation’ Of 
Archbishop Beran 


Reporter Reveals List 
Of ‘Catholic Action’ 
Signers Is Spurious 


Munich—It is the prevailing 
opinion in Prague today that the 
“case” of Archbishop Josef Beran 
will be “liquidated” this summer, a 
Czech newspaperman told Christ- 
licher Nachrichtendienst, religious 
news service here. The newspaper- 
man, whose name cannot be re- 
vealed, has just arrived here after 
having spent 16 months behind the 
“Iron Curtain.” 


No one can tell by what methods 
the Archbishop may be liquidated 
or eliminated, the newspaperman 
declared. He added, however, that 
“it is certain that the struggle will 
go on with undiminished venom.” 


Whenever the rumor is spread 
that a new pastoral may be read, 
he added, thousands crowd the 
churches for hours, waiting pa- 
tiently, and “they often weep as in 
the hours of most severe stress 
during the war and the Nazi occu- 
pation.” 


The list of gitaged signers of the 
statement of the government’s 
“Catholic Action” is generally held 
to be spurious. Not one of the 


priests who are widely known in the 


country, is among them. 


On the other hand, it has been 
established that among the signers 
there are people who died years 
ago. 
their names because the purpose 
of the statement was misrepre- 
sented to them as seeking to pro- 
mote good _ relations between 
Church and state.

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Representatives 
Of U. S. Dioceses 
Will Take Part 


Religious Instruction 
To Be Theme Of Meet 
Scheduled For 1950 


Washington — (NC) — Repre- 
sentatives of each of the 124 arch- 
dioceses and dioceses in the United 
States are being asked to attend 
an International Congress of Re- 
ligious Instruction in Rome in 
October, 1950. 


They will share with Catholics 
from all ‘over the world their ex- 
periences in such work as released- 
time religious education, Street- 
preaching, discussion clubs, train- 


ing lay teachers, parent-educator 
programs, and correspondence 
courses. The Congress will be spon- 
sored by the Sacred Heart Con- 
gregation of the Council, which is 
the branch of the Roman Curia 
with jurisdiction over religion 
teaching, as a part of the Holy 
Year observance. 


The collection of materials and 
direction of programs for the Con- 
gress in this country will be under 
the auspices of the Episcopal Com- 
mittee of the Confraternity of 
Christian Doctrine, with the as- 
sistance of the Confraternity’s 
National Center here. 


In his letter announcing the 
world-wide gathering, which is ex- 
pected to surpass in scope any 
Church educational conference held 
In recent decades, His Eminence 
Francis Cardinal Marmaggi, pre- 
fect of the Congregation of the 
Council, asked that preliminary 
meetings of a diocesan, regional or 
national character be held in 1949. 


To be of greatest value, the 
Rome Congress should be_ thor- 
oughly prepped on “the actual con- 
ditions of religious § instruction 
which prevail in each region, and 

. . the difficulties which pastors 
find in carrying out the teaching 
of Christian doctrine,” Cardinal 
Marmaggi advised. 


Regional meetings which will aim 
at satisfying this request will be 
held in ten ecclesiastical provinces 
of the United States this year. Con-

The Congress is also asked to 
further amend the measure “to 
assure that there will be no Feder- 
al control of schools as a result 
of Federal aid.” 

(The resolution of the Senate of 
the 67th General Assembly of the 
State of Illinois, which has been 
received here, does not mention 
the Barden bill by name, but that 
measure has been criticized for 
showing the discrimination con- 
cerning which the Illinois resolu- 
tion expresses anxiety. Copies of 
the resolution have been sent to 
each Senator and Representative 
from [Illinois in the 81st Con- 
gress.) 

“This bill, in its present form,” 
says the Illinois State Senate re- 
solution, “is patently unfair and 
discriminatory in that it prevents 
non-public schools from _ partici- 
pating, directly or indirectly, in 
Federal funds and even prohibits 
the use of Federal money to pro- 
vide pupils of non-public schools 
with textbooks, transportation and 
essential health services.”

John F. Neifert, S.S.J., 65-year- 
old pastor of Holy Redeemer 
Church here, died July 10 of a 
fractured skull suffered when he

Rabbi Zolli 


The most surprising conversion 
of 1945 was probably that of Prof. 
Israele A. Zolli, the Chief Rabbi 
of Rome, whose post gave him 
primacy over all rabbis in the Ital- 
lan nation. 


When Prof. Zolli’s entry into 
the Church was announced, it caus- 
ed a newspaper sensation and pro- 
foundly stirred the Italian people. 
It came as something of a double 
surprise since only a short time 
earlier he had been named direc- 
tor of a Rabbinical College that 
was soon to open in the Holy City. 

Prof. Zolli was baptized in one 
of Rome’s basilicas, together with 
his wife. Incidentally, he took the 
name of Eugenio Maria in honor 
of Pope Pius XII, who was, of 
course, born Eugenio Pacelli.

The Apostles’ Creed, which can 
be traced back to the first century, 
specifies a number of _ truths 
which all Christians must accept, 
but, of course, it does not use the 
words “Trinity” or “Incarnation,” 
or even “Redemption” by those 
names. It expresses belief in God 
the Father, in Jesus Christ as the 
only Son of God and in the Holy 
Ghost. But it was the Catholic 
Church which gave the name 
“Trinity” to. this belief. The 
Creed tells us that Christ was 
born of the Virgin Mary; that He 
died by crucifixion, that He was 
buried and rose again; that He 
ascended into Heaven and will one 
day come again’to judge the living 
and the dead (i.e., the good and the 
wicked). 

It professes belief in the 
“Catholic Church,” which is an in- 
dictment of all modern churches; in 
the “Communion of _ saints,” 
which modern churches do not 
accept in the apostolic sense; in 
the “forgiveness of sins,” which 
modern churches do not accept 
in the scriptural meaning. 

If Protestants were consistent 
they would accept the authority of 
the Church from which they re- 
ceived the Bible and practically 
everything they teach, also much 
of what they practice. If they did 
that, of course, they would not be 
what they are.

We have never had such a Con-

Too much emphasis is placed on 
the physical in the present day 
method of sex instruction, and this 
has resulted from the publication 
of scores of books dealing with 
sex, courtship, marriage, by pub- 
lishers who appeal to the curiosity 
and weakness of youth for big 
sales. 

_At that Congress in Italy it was

court of France. These people, in 
misery, had problems, and other 
people were not paying any atfent- 
ion to their problems. Some of 
them were listening to the doc- 
trinaires, because at least the doc- 
trinaires paid attention to their 
problems. 

“Quietly this priest went about 
in his work of charity. He went 
down among the poor. He did not 
content himself with merely min- 
istering to the poor, but set up 
organizations and institutions for 
the care of the poor. He went down 
into the galleys of France to do 
something more than was being 
done for those prisoners and offend- 
ers against the law. He went into 
the better classes of society and 
organized men and women to help 
him in trying to get among the 
poorsand, by installing into them 
righteous principles, to help them 
better their conditions. He had no 
foolish emotional ideas of charity. 
His idea of charity was rehabilita- 
tion, and no man before him, and 
no man since, has ever given a 
saner program of what we would 
call, in our day, social welfare than 
did Saint Vincent de Paul. 

“Now, St, Vincent de Paul may 
be called, and rightly so, the fore- 
father in modern society of those 
programs of welfare which are so 
common in all our cities today. He 
put into his program of welfare 
something that is wanting in many 
of our programs, but as he went 


when the Fascist government pro- eleas in his work it became very 


clear to him that you cannot do a 
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work of reconstruction, you cannot 
do a work of preserving right 
values in society, unless you give 
thought to the training of leader- 
ship in society. . 

“He saw more clearly than any- 
body in his time, I think, that the 
leaders of that day were not train- 
ed, they were not capable, they 
were closing themselves in 
thought.

“Tt is just impossible, for’ in- 
stance, for us to talk about free- 
dom if we haven’t some sort of a 
law in which we are going to use 
freedom.

“A law has to have a law giver. 
You may just as well give up every 
notion of democracy if you are go- 
ing to give up the notion of the 
law of God, written in every man’s 
reason. Otherwise, there is no 
stability for your freedom. Any 
philosophy that takes God out of 
the concept of life, or attempts to 
take God out of the concept of life, 
is a philosophy which is anti-demo- 
cratic. It is a philosophy which is 
anti-man. As a matter of fact, 
one of the best statements I have 
heard, by someone who has ob- 
served the operation of Commu- 
nism in some of the countries where 
it has been in control in Europe, 
was this: The thing is against 
man, it is an attack on man, be- 
cause it is an attack on man’s 
dignity and freedom.

WE HUMAN beings are constantly thinking about security. 

For example, we take injections to secure ourselves 
against maleria. Or we build huge dams to secure our towns 
and villages against the force and harm of raging floods. In 
time of war our soldiers withhold from us their whereabouts

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Peace Through Total 
War Against Sin 


Editors: 
OR some time I have been think- 
ing about pacifism and the 
protests against military conscrip- 
tion and excessive armaments in 
which many of our well-meaning 
fellow citizens take part, and 
which have been quite ineffective 
up to date in preventing bloody 
strife. The reason for this failure 
I think is due to a common error 
regarding the primary causes of 
war, as distinguished from the per- 
sons and the incidents leading up 
to the actual fighting. 


In his last Christmas Message, 
our Holy Father Pius XII, de- 
lored both militarism and paci- 

sm and stated that neither leads 
to peace and concord, because the 
latter are gifts of God and given 
only to men of good will who pray 
to their Heavenly father and love 
their fellowmen, Our Divine Savior 
plainly tells us in the Holy Gos- 

1, “Without Me you can do noth- 
ng.” How can we hope tc attain 
world peace without Him. 


War is a result of sin, of wide- 
spread violation and rejection of 
the Ten Commandments, and is a 
"oo nerepmen by God intended to 

ring back His disobedient children 
from the path of sin and infidelity. 
Many passages from the Old Testa- 
ment could be cited to prove this. 


In the vitally-important Message 
of Fatima (now receiving the at- 
tention and publicity it should have 
had 30 years ago), our Blessed 
Mother Mary warned that if peo- 

le did not cease offending Our 

rd, a more terrible war would 
break out (World War II), follow- 
ed by persecution of the Church 
and the martyrdom of many, which 
is precisely what is taking place 
ay. 

And in the latest apparitions at 
Pfaffenhofen, Germany, Our Heav- 
enly Queen and Mediatrix of Graces 
spoke as follows: “The world will 
have to-drink the cup of wrath to 


the bitter dregs because of the} 


countless -sins which offend the 
Divine Heart. The Father pron- 
ounces a dreadful woe upon all who 
refuse to do His Will.” 


Now it would seem that the only 
effective way to attain peace is 
through total war—against sin. No 
picketing or Mass protests against 
War and preparations for war will 
avail anything, even if millions of 
people take part in them. We 
should therefore adopt as our slo- 
gan, “Peace by penance,” and dis- 
ecard “peace by picketing” and mass 
protests as a mirage that leads no- 
where except to ultimate disaster.

Of cqurse, you know 
that it was celebrated as a com- 
memoration of the liberation of the 
chosen people from Egypt, and as 
a ceremony of thanksgiving to 
God for His bountiful favors, The 


noon of the fourteenth day of 
Nison, and after sundown the meal 
was begun. 

The father first blessed a cup 
of wine and all drank from it. 
Then a table was brought in with 


‘bitter herbs, unleavened bread, 


vinegar, marmalade, meat of the 
peace offering, and the Paschal 
lamb. The head of the family now 
said a prayer and all ate ef the 
herbs dipped in vinegar. The 
story of the liberation was read; 
two psalms were recited imme- 
diately afterwards. A second cup 
of wine was now passed. Having 
drunk from the cup, the head of 
the family took unleavened bread 
and bitter herbs and dipped them 
in the marmalade. He ate some 
and passed the rest to the others. 
It was at this point that Judas 
probably left the supper room. 


Now the real meal began. An- 
other blessing was asked and the 
Paschal lamb was passed together 
with a third cup of wine. More 
psalms were sung. The meal con- 
cluded with psalm 119 before 
which a fourth cup of wine was. 
passed. Our Lord undoubtedly in- 
stituted the Holy Eucharist before 
the fourth cup of wine was passed.

time and again. They still stay 
on, Considering the wages paid 


| in these parts they are quite pros- 


perous with the money we give 
them and the packaged food which 
finds its way from America to 
them. In spite of their poverty and 
their pitiful, tiny quarters they are 
sheltering two others who have no

place to live. That makes four on 
our own particular Marshall plan. 


The American Bishops are arriv- 
ing on their ad limina visits to 
Rome, Every five years they must 
come in person to visit the Holy 
Father, pray at the tombs of Sts. 
Peter and Paul and report on the 
condition of their dioceses. 


A few of them were present at 
the semi-private Consistory the 
Pope held to pass upon the causes 
of five holy women for canoniza- 
tion. It was good to see them 
mixing in the colorful crowd, fit- 
ing so well into the picture. 

Such a meeting is out of my 
line, but I drove one of the priests 
who works in the Vatican to his 
office. He arrived in an empty 
piazza San Damaso. Before | 
could turn around the dignitaries 
had begun to make their appear- 
ances. The winding roadways be- 
hind St. Peter’s were not designed 
for Fords. They are narrow and 
lead through peep-holes in the 
thick Vatican walls. There is just 
room for one car to go through 
at a time. At one porta | had to 
wait until Cardinal Verde’s sedan 


went through, but I got even at 
the next by making Cardinal Mar- 
maggi wait for me. It was dan- 
gerous for anyone else to-be on 
the streets with me that morning 
for I was more interested in see- 
ing who were in the various ma- 
chines than I was in seeing where 
I was headed. 


One of the women to be canon- 
ized has always touched a soft 
place in my heart. She was the 
daughter of one king of France and 
the wife of another. However, she 
was also a hunch-back, extremely 
ugly, and a contemporary described 
her as having the beady eyes of a 
beast. Her husband dismissed her 
as soon as he was crowned. He 
was thirteen and she was eleven 
when they were forced to marry. 
I have often meditated on the tor- 
ture she must have undergone 
when she was required to appear 
in public with all her royal robes 
accentuating her twisted figure. 
People were not kind in those days, 
they openly laughed at her.

East Bulwark 
Against Reds 


New York—(NC)—The faithful 
of the United States can be assur- 
ed that their prayers and almsgiv- 
ing for the missions “are the re- 
sources which will not only con- 


tinue the increase in the advance- |}, 


ment of Christianity throughout 
the Far East, but will also be the 
effective bulwark in stemming the 
progress of atheistic communism 
in the Orient.” 


This view was expressed by 
Bishop Thomas J. McDonnell, 
Auxiliary of New York and nation- 
el director of the Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith, upon 
his return from a 25,000-mile trip 
to Japan, Korea, the Philippines 
and Hawaii. He attended the quad- 
ricentennial celebration of the 
coming of St. Francis Xavier to 
Japan and officiated at the conse- 
cration of Bishop Patrick J. 
Byrne, veteran Maryknoll Mission- 
er, as the first Apostolic Delegate 
to Korea. 


Bishop McDonnell was accom- 
panied on the journey by Msgr. 
John J. Seally, New York arch- 
diocesan director of the Society for 
the Propagation of the Faith, and 


the Rev. Robert I. Gannon, S.J.,' 


former president of Fordham Uni- 
versity. Father Gannon remained 
on the Pacific Coast to visit Jesuit 
institutions of the California pro- 
vince. 


The Bishop said that the Xavier 
pilgrimage was “a most consoling 
success,” which was due to the 
response of Japanese Catholics and 
the cooperation of Japanese civil 
authorities and the U.S. occupa- 
tion forces under the direction of 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur. He said 
the attendance at ceremonies was 
“beyond all expectations.” 


“The addresses of welcome given 
by non-Christian Governors and 
Mayors of civic centers. visited 
during the days of the Novena of 
Grace.” Bishop McDonnell said, 


i“give every evidence of the Chris- 


tian awakening of the Japanese 
people and their appreciation of 
the teachings of Jesus Christ as 
the basis for a future peaceful 
Japan.” 


The Bishop said that in every 
center visited in Japan, he and his 
party were informed of the crying 
need of more missionaries—priests, 
Brothers and Sisters—to meet the 
demands for instruction in the 
Catholic faith. 


He said the devastation caused 
by the war in Japan and the Phil- 
ippines “presents a very sad 
sight.”’ The Church lost heavily in 
buildings as well as in lives of 
missioners and faithful. But he 
added that the “sad sight” also 
demonstrated the “courage an 
perseverance of our Catholic mis- 
sionaries in their rebuilding and 
reconstruction efforts, notwith- 
standing the tremendous obstacles 
which confront them at the pre- 
sént time.” 


Bishop McDonnell praised the 
work of the missioners among the 
lepers of the Hawaiian and Phil- 
ippine islands. He described the 
consecration of Bishop Byrne in 
nes Korea, as a historic occa- 
sion.

Hungary Sealing 
Border To Halt 
Flow Of Refugees 


New York—(NC)—In an effort 
to stop the stream of refugees 


from its “people’s democracy,” the 
Hungarian communist regime has 
almost completely sealed off its 
234-mile border with Austria, ac- 
cording to the American Consul- 
ate General here. 


Along the entire border, the 
service reports, the Hungarian re- 
gime has cleared a 164-foot strip 
of trees, and has erected a triple 
barbed wire fence, five feet in 
height, and protected by mines and 
flares. 


About 55 feet behind this bar- 
ren strip, it states, 39-foot guard 
towers have been erected. These 
are provided with giant search- 
lights having a range of almost 
a mile. 

Of the 66 former border pas- 
sage points between Austria and 
Hungary all but eight have been 
closed; three are restricted to lim- 
ited use, and only five remain open 
to genera] traffic. 


Despite these measures, *Aust- 
rian Information reports, the flow 
of refugees remains great. How- 
ever, most of the people fleeing 
Hungary leave via the Czech- Hun- 
garian and the Yugoslavia-Hun- 
garian border and then make their 
way to Austria, it states. 


Nations To Continue 
Arab Refugee Aid

Washington-—(NC)—In an effort 
to continue aid for some 800,000 
Holy Land refugees, the United 
States is urging nearly a score of 
members of the United Nations to 
contribute their share to a $32,- 
000,000 relief fund, Michael J. Mc- 
Dermott, special assistant to the 
Secretary of State for press re- 
lations, disclosed here. 

Mr. McDermott told a news con- 
ference that the attention of the 
nation is being called to the ur- 
gency of the situation in an effort 
to prevent relief money from run- 
a out in October. 

e said the 800,000 refugees are 
scattered through Syria, Jordan, 
Arab Palestine and Egypt and are 
being assisted through the relief 
fund which was authorized last 
year by the United Nations. Mr. 
McDermott added that he was not 
certain which countries were lag- 
ging, but other sources reported 
they were Latin American nations, 
some “iron curtain” countries and 
France, whose parliament has not 
et approved its contribution. The 
nited States has contributed 
$12,000,000 of the $16,000,000 it 
promised te make available, while 
Britain, Canada, Belgium, the 
Scandinavian countries and the 
middle east Arab nations also have 
contributed their shares,

Why? ‘There were many fac- 
tors responsible for that tragic 
situation and it would be an over- 
simplication to attribute it to any 
one. But all were agreed that one 
of the basic causes of the Church's 
plight was the lack of a well-in- 
formed, zealous and militant laity, 
especially men, ready and willing 
to defend the rights of the Church 
and safeguard her interests. 


Among the saddest hours we 
spent in Mexico were in listening 
to thee bishops bewail the lack of 
any effective organization of men 
that would have mobilized the 
Catholic manhood of the nation in 
defense of the Church. The re- 
sult was that a small handful was 
able to frame the policy of govern- 
ment, confiscate the property of 
the Church, exile priests and nuns, 
and tyrannize over the masses. 
True, in Mexico as in other Latin 
countries the situation was further 
complicated by the strange Span- 
ish eustom whereby a boy on ap- 
proaching manhood commonly dis- 
continues church attendance, seem- 
ingly regarding that as a matter 
for women and children, and joins 
the father in ignoring, henceforth, 
the claims of Mass except for an 
occasional wedding, funeral or pos- 
sibly at Christmas, 


The result of this strange cus- 
tom prevalent in Spain, France, 
Italy and the Latin-American 
countries is that but a small min- 
ority of “men—some~ authorities 
place it as low as ten per cent in 
some countries—attend Mass on 
Sundays or holydays. Bishop Lane 
of Maryknoll reports that the 
Church in most of the Latin-Amer- 
ican countries is in an exceedingly 
precarious condition because the 
overwhelming bulk of the men— 
and now many of the young wo- 
men—have abandoned the practice 
of religion almost entirely. The 
religious outlook in those coun- 
tries is dark indeed, he reports, 
and reenforcements in priests 
from America are urgently needed 
to save the faith in those once 
Catholic countries.

Prof. Fischer 
|Writes Article 
1On Journalism 


Notre Dame, Ind.—“A_ politician 
may some day bribe an editor to 
berate him in print,” writes Ed- 
ward Fischer, assistant professor 
of Journalism at the university of 
Notre Dame, in an article appear- 


ing in the current issue of America, . 


national Catholic magazine. 


“Paradoxically enough,” writes 
Professor Fischer, “it seems that 
newspaper censure is now a better 
omen than newpaper support. Such 
support, once ig sought has 
become a kiss of death, a jinx that 
few seekers for public office can 
survive.” 


Professor Fischer attibutes this 
to many reasons, three of which 
he enumerates. First, he writes 
the press has lost the confidence of 
the common man. 


“It has not kept pace with the 
educational progress of its read- 
ers,” he writes, “and it has become 
so engrossed in entertaining that it 
has slipped its functions of inform- 
ing and interpreting. 

e second reason on Professor 
Fischer’s list is the failure of pub- 
lishers in their own employee re- 
lationsip. Higher wages are paid to 
mechanical workers in newspaper 
plants than to the editorial employ- 
ees, Fischer points out.. This leads 
many Grade A men to leave news- 
paper work for other higher pay- 
ing positions, he pointed out. 

Third of his reasons is the fail- 
ure of journalism schools. “Schools 
of journalism have let them down,” 
he writes. “Those schools have 
laid too much stress on technicbal 
training and not enough on the 
broad cultural background that 
Grade A newspapermen need.”

Fort Wayne.—After surveying the damages caused by a 
fire at St. Vincent’s Villa Wednesday night, July 13, the Most 
Rev. John F. Noll, Bishop of the Fort Wayne Diocese, ex- 
pressed the hope that the 60-year-old dormitory damaged by 
fire will be replaced by new structures. 

Bishop Noll has indicated that he would prefer that the 


building program at the orphan-> 


age might be completed, rather 
than. that the old building be re- 
paired. 

Reliable authorities stated that 
they belived that the total damage 
caused by the three-alarm fire and 
the tons of water used in fighting 
it, May amount to more than 
$100,000. 

It was pointed out that the blaze 
consumed most of the roof of the 
four-story dormitory, and that 
water has thoroughly soaked the 
ceilings and floors of all four stor- 
ies of the structure. The loss was 
covered by insurance. 

The dormitory housed 96 or- 


phans, all of whom were either) 


eating their supper or were at 
play when the fire broke out. 

Thirty-five girl orphans, who 
were housed temporarily at the 
Allen County Children’s Home 
Wednesday night were returned to

Czech Priests 
Affirm Loyalty 
To The Church 


Read Resolution: 
That Places Them 
Behind Their Leaders 


Prague—Czechoslovakia’s priests 


have defied the Communist Govern- 
ment’s orders to break off rela- 
tions with Archbishop Joseph Ber- 
an and the Vatican. 


The priests in a formal resolu- 
tion stated their loyalty to the 
Church hierarchy and Theis will- 
ingness to “bear with them, what- 
ever the consequences they may 
face.” 

Priests who read the resolution 
in the churches said it represents 
the views of a big majority of 
the clergy. 

They pledged their allegiance to 
their bishops and other priests 
and accused the Government of 
violating constitutional guarantees 
of religious freedom. 


Tension Mounts 


The declaration was made as 
tension mounted over the Govern- 
ment’s campaign to control the 
Church. On July 15 Justice Min- 
ister Alexei Cepicka called Arch- 
bishop Beran a traitor. Cepicka 
disclosed a law was being drafted 
to require Government approval 
of all appointments to Church posts 
and to take over Church property. 

In some Prague churches, the 
priests followed their sermons by 
leading their ‘congregations in 
special prayers “for our Arch- 
bishop Beran and our Pope Pius 
in their difficult times.” 

Cepicka, Catholic-born  son-in- 
law of President Klement Gatt- 
wald, had denounced the Vatican 
as “the greatest enemy of our 
state.” He said priests who carry 
out the Vatican decree excom- 
municating all Catholics ‘support- 
ing Communism woutd be tried for 
treason. 

(The Vaticah. says talk of “en- 
forcing” excommunication is 
“laughable nonsense,” since it is 
enforced by the consciences of the 
guilty). 

The priests’ resolution condemn- 
ed the Government-sponsored 
“Catholic Action Movement” as 
schismatic.” They asserted that 
clerics’ signatures endorsing it had 
been obtained through intimidation 
or fraud. They warned the faithful 
to beware of “Catholic Action.” 

The priests said that, like their 
bishops, they approve a “real 
agreement” between State and 
Church in Czechslovakia, but that 
such an agreement on the terms 
of the Communist Government is 
impossible. 

Churchmen said the riests’ 
resolution was read in most Prague 
churches including St. Vitus, Arch- 
bishop Beran’s cathedral. Cathed- 
ral officials said the proclamation 
was read there at the 6 a. m. Mass, 
although scheduled services later 
in the day were cancelled without 
explanation and churchgoers turn- 
ed away. The ancient cathedral is

Saved Father Of Large Family 


Angola, Ind.—The latest word 
on the beatification case of their 
fellow Friar has just been re- 
ceived by the Franciscan Con- 
ventual Friars here. : 

Catholic Poland, a nation in 
travail, is seeking a new cham- 
pion in heaven. The Church has 
taken steps to promote the beat- 
ification of a modern hero. 

The third canonical process 
was begun in Warsaw for the 
Rev. Maximilan Kolbe, O.F.M. 
Conv., who sacrificed his life in 
a Nazi concentration camp to 
iy the father of a large fam- 
ily. 

The man saved by Father Kol- 
be’s heroism survived the war, 
and his story is corroborated by 
other inmates of the camp. When 
the Nazi commandment ordered 
the death of 10 men In “repara- 
tion” for the escape of one of the 
prisoners, they report, the priest 
volunteered to take the place of 
one of the victims. 

His offer was accepted, and he 
went to his death in the “hunger 
bunker.” Most of the 10 victims 
starved to death, but the Nazis 
finished off Father Kolbe and two 
others by injections of carbolic 
acid.
